Hovlinole issmnol Proposes to Force Canada 
to Concede Fishery Privileges. 



Wasiiinuton-, .lau. 1!). — Tho text of 
tho bill reported by Senator Edmunds to 
protect the rights of American fishermen 
recites that if tho Canadians continue to 
seize American vessels m- refuse to con- 
cede them tho right to buy supplies of 
bait at Canndian imrts, it kIiiiII be the duty 
of the president of the I'liitod States in 
his discrei ion, by proclamut ion to that 
effect, to deii3' the vessels, lliuir maators 
and crews of the British dominions of 
North America ,uiy mtnuicu in tho waters 
of the ports or jjlacos or within the Uijit- 
ed States (with juoh exceptions in regiird 
to vessels in distress, stress of weather, or 
needing supplies as to- tlu^ president shall 
seem proper), whether such vessels shall 
have coiiu! direelly from s.-iiil dominion on 
such (iestined voyages or by way of flouie 
port or place in such destined voyage. 

And also if ho thinks proper to deny 
ontiy into any port or place of the Cnit-
